T'ho recent elections in the East ore 


indicative ot an era of anti-boodle. 
The 


plan of campaign in corrupt New York 
City was conducted upon that basis for 
the whole contest centered upou the 
fight for District Attorney, New York 
has gone Democratic, as was expected, 
but this does not assure the Democracy 
that in the next Presidential contest 
tho result will be the same as this year' 
The Democracy, with all its campaign 
fund, federal patronage oiid general 
wherewiths to rnnko a vigorous fight, 
won only by a scratch. That the Re- 
publican party will carry New JTork in 
Javor of Elaine anainst Cleveland in tUe 
next heat seems probable, but in order 
to do this Borne oi the "Me Too Plutt" 
tribe and others of that ilk will have to 
bo tossed overboard. The dafoiU of the 
"Groat man's" son for Secretary of the 
State of New York demonstrates that 
candidates for office must be possessed 
of something beside a name. It con- 
clusively establishes the iuavailability 
of Robert T/ Lincoln as a Presidential 
candidate, and that nono hut a civilian, 
a statesman, with broad, comprehensive 
power need apply and this, it it m^ans 
anything, signifies that Mr. Cleveland 
is not wanted. 
The anti-boss rebuke administered to 


Mahone in Virginia is another symptom 
of convalosence, while the President's 
rebel flag business carried Ohio for 
Porakor; Massachusetts and Pennsyl- 
vania, true to the last as steel, havo 
proven their love for protection by in- 
creased Republican gains. Tbe result 
of these elections plainly demonstrate 
thu great extent ot political progrossivu 
development throughout the country. 


The revolt ogaiast the Dernocratio 


party machine at Baltimore by botu 
E'emocrats and Republicans must be re- 
g.irded as a rebuke to Mr. Cleveland. 
Without the aid of prestige by conUol 
of National, State and city administra- 
tion, with tho election machinery in 
hands inimical to good government, and 
without perfect organization, a manly 
«ad vigorous opposition was there made 
against political bosses and tiiokstera. 
This shows the importance of the inde- 
pendent voters and that tUe time for 
stirring up sectional animosities and 
dead issues for a successful campaign 
bas passed. Any party which nomi- 
nates a devil for an office is no better 
than its candidate and it cannot expect 
that the honest and intelligent voter 
will support Mr. Davil at the polls, for, 
at tho hazard of being called a Mug- 
wump or other seemingly bad name and 
inourrring the dislike of boodiers, party 
shysters and pot-wallopers, the patriotic 
independent voter, alias Mugwump, will 
look well to his ballot and vote for tho 
great good of his country.

The building of the proposed 
new railroad lines from the vicinity of 
Salt Lake, which will oen ter at Los An- 
geles, would bring all this country in so 
close relations as to make tho project 
a sensible one." Besides all that the 
country is in many ways similar, irri- 
gation is a necessity and special legisla- 
tion is required on Ihe water question. 
The suggestion is a wise one and that 
should be extensively disonssed. 


Did Senator Bill make this suggestion? 


It seems that Nevada must be deprived 
of mail facilities, U. S3. Mint, and the 
Government appropriation for public 
buildings, and if we have some more 
Senators from California we will cer- 
tainly loose Statehood. The people of 
Nevada are liable to bo swallowed by 
the boom in Southern California.

EXECUTOR'S SALE. 


Import nut Railroad Tax Cases. 


PKESCOT, November 10.—Chief Justice 


Wright to-day delivered a very impor- 
tant opinion in two tax coses of tho At- 
lantic & Pacific Railroad. The question 
involved the liability of railroad prop- 
erty to taxation in this Territory. The 
railroad company claimed exemption 
from taxation under the provisions o) 
its charter, but the Chief Justice de- 
cided that nothing but the simple right 
of way of railroads is exempted from 
taxation in the Territories. 


The opinions in these cases are re- 


garded by both bench and bar as the 
most exhaustive and ablest decisions on 
the question of railroad taxation ever 
rendered.
